when they enid Gad; for alter disoard- 
iag tha authority of “Jtovolativa,” wheat 
is therein common botwoon tho religion 
of loyalty to trath, justico ant baasil- 
venco, and the religion of sitarifiva and 
tormont, whether of others, or cnosell, 
will a vew to propitiate an imagiuary 
Daing conateusted afler tho pattern ol 
human tyrnuts? Vritoges defaes core 
soiunco nb “tho feeling that comes with 
tknowledoges? thiais nearer the tralb 
than his other idea of it us the voice of 
nuthority.  Couscience implox that in- 
timato knowledge which wo term com 
sciousnoss, of external facts, more es- 
pecially personal, but it ia tho feeling 
nut merely of their existoneo, and uot 
merely of oar sympathy with thero, or 
otherwise; bat of bow we alionld not 
with regard tothom; ib pivots on the 
integrity uf thoselfuood, It is untv euel 
kuowledyeagoalls for my personal inter- 
vention that tonches my conreienos, An 
earthquake in Juva does nat shuke it, 
butouo that tumbles down wy neigh: 
bors dwellings calls on it effeutively fur 
uid, 

Being only a sentiment, conaoien or, 
uvenlightoned by a sound sooivtogy 
fallsa prey to superstition, and is the 
favorite game of charlatan reformere 
like Karl Marx, whose eophisins against 
private property bavo roped seven honda 
in Chicago within tho uooge of capital 
istic conacionco. 

The discipline of reasoning from the 
busis of onlightened self interest wonld 
have prevented such onalavement of cou- 
science to spurious doties magnetically 
imposed by Marx towards tho collective 
proleturiat. A disease with which Chria- 
tian morality is peculiarly afllicted, 
though perhaps no moro so than the 
Buddhist, is meddlesomoneaa with onr 
neighbors coudnet, irrespective of ‘its 
bearing npon ourselves. A chariatan 
monk, like Peter the Hermit, proaches n 
crusade to deliver the Huly Sepulchre 
from the hands of the Lufidel, and to 
this imposition, this superstition, 
thia tux Jevied by fxalaetio preja 
dico npon conscience, Buruna sacrilicos 
its blood nnd ita treasures. . 

The remedy Jiva vo Iporo in climinat- 
ing cuusgienon, theu ju uttirpetiny 
hearts. 
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MThe sentiment directivo ot oonduot 
like the abip’a rnddar, in tho hands ot 
un ignorant or trenchorous pilot, may 
ruu the ship upon tho rocke, or inton 
hostilo port; but that is uo r'asou for 
bulding ships without rudders. 

Our Callacious education, as bas Leen 
happily shown by Georgo Combo 
in his “Constitution ot Man” taking 
consciences in plastiochitthoud arbitrarie 
iy attaches it{to any thing or every thing 
except plygigul lygine, or tho conduct 
bearing on our health, which is howovor 
uot only of primary fmportanco to ns, 
bat indirectly affects our neighbors and 
ull our functions in tho larger organism 
ul society, Actually, all tho proseripte 
ive duties of yonscience ore colored by 
altrnigm, nay, morbidly dyed in it, A 
wood egoist education of conscience 19 
neodod to correct this, so that sympathy 
should not betray us iuto mamas, “Tis 
consoionce,” says Shakespeare or Bacon, 
“that makos sowards of us all The 
caso of the suldior at onco illustrates 
and qual fes thir. The educated or sophis- 
tiealed conscioncool tha soldier males 
Lim a coward before his own govern. 
mout, while adding to hia conrago in 
taco of the onomy. Fanatics mako the 
beat soldiers for national armies. ‘Tho 
Tudian, au individualist, an amutour gole 
disravha fightaone bis owashuol, onri- 
onsly coptrasta with tho army soldior, 
Ho evades many dangers to which the 
latter is oxposed through bis cowardice 
veforo antborty. Ifo is brave with 
ealentation, ns tho others with supersti+ 
tion, If untortunatoly we have como to 
that pass of slavish corraption whlch 
seema to justify Tritogen in saying that 
“cunscjones monna Jittle if nob nn ans
